cial. )— That Wisconsin 
is annually 
marketing in the neighborhood 
of 
25.OOO,goo bushels of potatoes, or 20 
per cent of the entire output enter­ 
ing interstate trade, is the informa­ 
tion given out in a bulletin issued by 
the university college of agriculture 
today. While this output is sent to 
nearly every state in the union, the 
majority part of it is consumed in 
the middle west and Mississippi val­ 
ley. 
Another point brought out by the 
bulletin is that the warehouses in the 
state have capacity to accommodate 
but one-third 
of the 
yearly crop. 
Most of the storing is done by the 
farmers themselves, 
it 
being more 
economical for the farmers to store 
at home and haul to 
the 
shipping 
point at their convenience. 
Chicago 
is the 
greatest 
potato 
market, according to the bulletin, and 
insists upon the potatoes being ship- 
led in bulk so that 
they 
can be 
graded there before sacking for the 
city trade. 
Machinery is gradually being in­ 
troduced for the grading and 
han­ 
dling of potatoes which greatly aids 
in the work of taking care of the 
crop.
